THE  HOSTILE  TARIFF. 


The  celebrated  British  Colambia  Custom. 
Ordinanoe  baa  at  length  made  itrappear- 
'       ance.    If  lho*e  gentlemen  who  have  been 
of  late  clamoring  so  boisterously  about  free 
port  and  aeparatioo  will  only  road  it  and  di- 
gest it,  we  feel  assured  they  will  rise  from 
the  task  wiser,  if  sadder  men.   No  more 
effectual  blow  could  be  struck  at  the  com- 
mercial supremacy  of  Victoria  than  thie  last 
emanation  of  the  British  Colambia  Govern- 
ment;   It  has  not  oome,  however,  unawares. 
The  anion  party  pointed  oat  the  mi 
pnatedly  and  urged  the  neoesiity  ol 
action.    They  saw  if  the  precious  moments 
were  allowed  to  slip,  and  enoh  an  ordinance 
as  that   which  has  jast  passed  oome  into 
operation,  property  in  the  city  of  Victoria 
would  not  be  worth  twenty  per  cent,  of  its 
present  value.   Fortunately  the  House  ol 
Assembly  did  not  slumber,  bat  acting  on  the 
wise  suggestions  of  Mr.  DeCosmoa  passed  a 
aeries  of  resolutions  that,  while  asking  the 
Home  Government  for  its  anion,  left  no 
obstacles  or  restrictions  in  its  way.  When 
this  hostile  ordinanoe,  therefore,  reaches  Mr. 
Cardwell,  he  will  have  already  received  the 
topresaton  of  the  House  of  j Assembly  of 
VaoeoQver  Island  desiring  union  with  Brit- 
ish  Colambia.   So  far  the  colony  has  reason 
to  be  thankful  to  its  legislators,  and  to 
Governor  Kennedy  for  Bending  the  anion 
resolutions  to  the  Home  Government  with 
immediate  despntob.     There   is,  however, 
yet  much  to  do.   The  assent  of  the  Imperial 
authorities  to  tne  Customs  Ordinance  mcst 
be  withheld.   Oa  the  ordinary  grounds  of 
preventing  one  colony  from  legislating  in  a 
hostile  manner  against  another  we  believe 
Mr.  Cardwell  will  refuse  his  sanction,  on  the 
part  of  Her  Majesty,  to  this  ordinance  of  our 
neighbors ;  but  we  mnst  not  even  depend  oo 
this.  We  mast  pat  oar  case  before  the  Home 
Government  in  a  clearer  and  more  minute 
manner  than  it  has  yet  been  done,  in  order 
that  peace  and  good  will  may  continue  be- 
tween the  two  colonies  and  that  the  Imperial 
interests  may  not  be  jeopardised. 

That  the  ordinance  if  carried  into  opera- 
tion will  injure  us  is  apparent  enough  ;  bat, 
that  it  will  also  injure  British  Colambia  at' 
large  can  also  be  proved.   To  oarry  oat  the 
differential  system  of  levying  dutios  on  the 
invoice  price  at  the  port  from  whence  the 
goods  were  last  shipped,  it  is  evident  the 
revenue  of  the  country  will  be  materially  re* 
dooed.    If  the  ordinanoe  is  to  effect  the  ob- 
ject of  its  framers  it  will  obtain  for  New 
Westminster   direct  trade    with  England 
.  and  California.   In  the  trade  with  Englaad 
the  fifty  per  oent  which  is  at  present  added 
to  English  goods  via  Yictoria  will  not  appear 
in  the  dutiable  invoice,  and  the  revenue  will 
therefore  fall  off  to  that  amount.    This  has 
to  be  made  up,  and  consequently  we  have  an 
increased  tariff.  Now  this  is  simply  eaerifio- 
iog  British  Colambia  to  New  Westminster 
vanity  and  avarice;  for  the  consumer  at 
Yale  or  at  Cariboo  will  have  to  pay  a  much 
higher  price  for  his  goods  under  the  new 
law  than  be  does  now.  The  very  fact  that 
an  ordinanoe  ahonld  be  framed  to  foret  trade 
past  Victoria  into  the  Fraser  river,  is  a  tacit 
acknowledgment  that  New  Westminster  can- 
not compete  with  Victoria— or  in  other  words 
that  she  cannot  import  goods  direct  from 
England  or  Amarioa  as  cheap  as  she  can  ob- 
tain them  from  us.    Are  the  people  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  therefore,  to  pay  a  higher 
price  for  their  goo  Is  in  order  that  New 
Westminster  may  have  her  vanity  tickled  by 
the  presence  of  a  few  ocean  going  ships  in 
the  Fraser  t    We  say  not ;  and  we  have  a 
voioe  as  well  as  interest  in  the  matter.  We 
give  to  the  neighboring  colony  all  the  wealth 
and  the  enterprise  she  possesses  and  all  the 
industrious  population.    Without  Vancouver 
Island  there  would  not  be  half  a  dozen  houses 
in  New  Westminster— withoatVictoria  there 
would  not  boa  single  mining  oompany  in  Carl 
boo.  It  is  through  us  and  as  alone  that  Brit 
iah  Colombia  evinoss  vitality  at  all.  Were 
the  development  of  her  resources  left  to  her 
ambitious  bat    idle   capita]  the  country 
would  soon  relapse  into  its  primitive  condi- 
tion.   Oar  position  stands  simply  thus 
British  Columbia  is,  to  a  great  extent,  our 
aummer  residence,  and  Vancouver  Island 
our  winter  one.    We  have  really  as  much  to 
aay  in  the  destiny  of  the  one  country  as  in 
thai   of  the   other.   When,   therefore  a 
few  people  in  New  Westminster,  mischievous 
because  they  have  nothing  to  do,  get  op  a 
tariff  hostile  to  Vauoouver  Island  and  injuri- 
ous to  British  Columbia,  it  is  our  duty  and 
the  duty  of  the  people  generally  in  the  neigh- 
boring colony  to  protest  against  it.   It  is  our 
duty  to  see  that  the  ordinary  channels  of 
trade  are  not  interfered  with  by  hostile  legis- 
lative enactments  and  foroed  in  direotiocs 
contrary  to  natural  laws.    We  desire  the 
welfare  of  British  Columbia  as  much  as  we 
do  that  of  Vancouver  Island,  and  it  is  on  thia 
ground  that  we  protest  against  the  aotion  of 
a  few  irresponsible  offioials  and  unquiet 
spirits  at  New  Westminster  to  increase  the 
oost  of  living  in  the  mines.   Every  day, 
however,  the  two  colonies  remain  separata 
these  petty  acts  of  hostility  will  arise,  and  the 
avil  is  none  tbo  less  because  it  emanates  from 
a  town  that  is  unable,  in  many  respects,  to 
take  advantage  of  auoh  inimical  enactments.

West  Saanfcb  Road  Thompson's  to  Harris, 
balance  due  under  contract  undertaken  un- 


der partially  unexpended  vote  fur  1864- 
$2800;  voted. 

Road  from  Coldstream  to  Forks  of  Soots 
and  Leach  river— contract  completed  in  18(4 
without  vote — $2000  ;  voted.*" 

Cedar  Hill  road— balance  of  oontract  un- 
der partially  unexpended  vote  for  1603— 
•1750;  voted. 

Burneide  Road— to  cover  contract  under- 
taken uudcr  unexpended  vote  lor  Hot  — 
$4000 ;  voted. 

East  Saaoiob  Road— $2000  to  ooutruot 
undertaken  under  unexpended  vote  for  1864, 
$2000  for  new  work— $4000  ;  voted. 

Metohosin  Road— branch  to  Goldstream— 
to  cover  oontract  undertakea  under  uuex- 
pended  vole  for  1864— $3000:  voted. 

Vietoria,  Ogden  Point  and  Beacon  Hill 
Road— do  do— $1600  ;  voted. 

Road  from  Craigflower  to  Naval  Hospital, 
Esquimalt-do  do— $1000  ;  voted. 

Road  from  Craigflower  to  Burnside  Road 
-»do  do— $500:  voted. 

Road  from  Maple  Bay  to  Somenos— con- 
tract eoteied  into-$1300;  voted. 

Albert  Head  Road — to  cover  contraot  un- 
dertaken under  unexpended  vote  for  18C4- 
$500;  voted. 

Sooke  Road  Pedder  Inlet  to  Sooke— for 
road  under  completed  contract  and  for  bridges 
under  partially  unexpended  vote  for  1864  — 
$1000. 

Dr.  Helmoken  said  this  road  was  he  be- 
lieved to  run  from  tbe  copper  mines  to  Sooke, 
but  unfortunately  the  road  bad  no  outlet ; 
there  was  no  road  to  its  commencement  from 
the  Metcbosin  road.  Any  money  voted 
should  be  expended  in  carrying  out  the  Met.- 
obosio  road  to  the  mines.  He  would  intro- 
duce an  amendment  to  that  effect. 
The  item  was  voted  with  the  amendment. 
Extension  of  Government  street,  Viotoria, 
$2000. 

Or.  Helmoken  objected,  aod  thought  tho 
money.ought  rather  to  go  to  tbe  Royal  Uos- 
lital. 

Mr.  DeCosmos  did  not  see  why  Victoria 
should  not  have  her  roads  as  well  as  the  out- 
lying diatriots.   The  item  was  voted. 
Metchosin  road,  repairs,  $600.  Voted. 
Road  from  Goldstream  to  Forks  of  Leech 
and  Sooke,  $10,000. 

Dr.  Powell  thought  the  sum  quite  too 
large  in  the  present  slate  of  the  colony,  and 
with  the  uncertainty  of  tbe  Sooke  mines. 

Dr.  Diokson  would  vote  the  item  if  it  were 
made  a  toll  road,  otherwise  he  would  make  it 
$5000. 

Mr.  DeCosmos  would  like  to  bear  some 
reason  for  voting  $5000,  or  $10,000.  It 
would  be  most  injudioious  to  expend  this 
money  till  we  saw  what  tbe  mine*  were 
likely  to  turn  out.  He  believed  a  good  pack 
trail  was  quite  sufficient  lor  all  present  pur* 
poses.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Dr.  Tolmie  moved  that  the  vote  on  this 
item  be  postponed  till  further  information  be 
obtained.  We  had  seen  wagon  roads  made  to 
Rook  Creek, Boundary  Crook.andt  be  Sireilua- 
meen  diggings,  of  an  ephematal  nature,  and 
we  should  move  carefully  in  this  matter.  He 
thought  a  good  trail  was  quite  sufficient  at 
present.  He  thought  a  sum  should  be  voted 
clogged  with  a  stipulation  that  the  money 
should  not  be  expended  unless  necessary. 

.Dr.  Powell  moved  that  $5000  be  voted, not 
to  be  expended  unless  required  by  further 
gold  discoveries.    Tbe  motion  was  carried. 
"  Bridge  over  Leech  river  at  Lower  Forks, 
$450.  Voted. 

Bridge  over  Millstone  river,  Newcastle, 
Nanaimo,  $1000.  Postponed  owing  to  tbe 
absence  of  Mr.  Bayley. 

Repairs  to  Victoria  and  Esquimau  road, 
$50t. 

Mr.  Cochrane  eaid  all  along  the  Egquimalt 
road  there  were  seotions  of  land  which  paid 
89  road-tax.  and  he  did  cot  seej  why  that 
was  not  sufficient  to  keep  tbe  road  in  repair. 
Item  voted. 

Oomox  (local)  road,  through  aettlemeot, 
$1000.  Voted. 

West  Saanich  Road— Like  Hill  to  Ste- 
vens', $10,000. 

Mr.  Cochrane  said  tbe  portion  of  the  road 
for  which  the  amount  was  asked  was  simply 
a  quagmire,  which  had  to  be  avoided  by 
making  a  long  detour  in  the  woods. 

Mr.  DeCosmos  said  be  differed  very  much 
from  many  honorable  members  on  tbe  policy 
of  ruad  staking.  He  believed  the  $10,000 
should  be  expended  all  along  tbe  road  where 
it  was  required,  and  not  all  laid  out  on  one 
place. 

Dr.  Tolmie  said  the  road  from  Vanallmas's 
to  Stevens'  waa  a  clay  subsoil,  and  every 
foot  of  it  required  making. 

Dr.  Helmcken  said  he  disapproved  entirely 
of  the  policy  of  mendiog  aod  patching  roads, 
a  bit  bare  and  there.  That  system  " 
tried  and  failed  completely.  If  a  system  or 
mal'ing  good  substantial  roads  had  been  car 
ried  out  from  tbe  beginning  we  would  have 
had  ninoh  better  roads  than  now  (hear,  hear), 
I'be  item  was  voted. 

Road  from  Goldstream  to  Nanaimo,  $23,. 
000.   (Cries  of  no,  no.) 

Mr.  DeCosmos  would  wish  to  consider  this 
matter  before  striking  it  out.  He  argued 
strongly  in  favor  of  making  the  road  if  tbe 
revenue  would  admit  of  it.  Tne  country 
must  be  opened  up  by  roads. 

Mr.  Bornaby  aaid  if  tbe  country  could  not 
afford  to  make  the  Sooke  trail  into  a  wagon 
road  he  did  not  tee  why  tbe  money  should 
bo  voted  on  this  road.  He  did  not  believe 
the  people  wanted  it. 

Mr.  DeCosmoa  said  the  merchants  might 
not  want  it,  but  the  farmers  did. 

Mr.  Franklin  said  be  bad  it  recently  from 
residents  of  Nanaimo  that  they  did  not  wish 
the  money  to  be  expended. 

Dr.  Tolmie  moved  that  the  item  be 
amended  by  voting  $2500  for  a  trail  from 
Goldstream  to  Cowicban. 

Mr.  DeCosmos  moved  in  amendment  that 
$3500  be  voted  to  keep  tbe  trail  open  between 
Goldstream  and  Nao.iiniu. 

Mr.  M'Clure  believed  that  the  first  duty  of 
tbe  Government  was  to  open  up  tbe  coon  try 
by  good  roads,  but  roads  should  be  made 
through  the  best  agricultural  lands,  and  not 
bap-haaard,  aa  bad  been  done  heretofore. 
He  could  not  approve  of  expending  money 
on  a  road  merely  to  keep  it  open,  and  there 
was  not  traiiic  enough  between  here  and 
Nanaimo  to  keep  it  open  (hear, hear). 

Dr.  Helmcken  said  tbe  best  road  at  nil  was 
by  steamer  (no,  no!)  As  to  tbe  remark  ol 
the  boo.  gentleman  on  bis  left  (Mr.  M'Clure) 
that  roads  bad  been  made  at  hap.hazard,  be 
thought  the  hon.  gentleman  did  not  show  that 
accurate  knowledge  of  Vancouver  Island 
whioh  he  generally  got  credit  for,  or  be  would 
have  shown  the  great  difficulty  of  making  a 
road  in  any  particular  direction  (a  laugh). 
The  woods  were  so  thick  that  It  was  impossi- 
ble to  kaow  whore  good  lands  were. 

Mr.  DeCosmos'  amendment  was  lost,  and 
Dr.  Tolmie'a  motion  for  $2560  waa  carried. 

Oeneral  repairs  to  Macadamised  Roads 
$700  ;  voted.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  AMEND  THE 
DUTIES  OP  CUSTOMS  IN  BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  in  some  respects  to 
alter  the  duties  of  Customs  as  now  by  law 
established  in  British  Columbia,  and  to  make 
further  provision  for  tbe  levying  thereof : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  British 
Columbia,  by  and  with  tbe  advico  and  con- 
Ewe  ;,h8  L"gi,1'tiTa  CoaDcil  ,here0f'  M 

I.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Or- 
dinance, the  dulies  of  Customs  hitherto 
ohargeable  on  goods,  animals,  and  artioles 
imported  into  and  landed  in  British  Columbia 
aball  be  and  are  hereby  repealed. 

II.  In  lieu  thereof,  from  and  after  the 
passing  of  this  Ordinance,  there  shall  be 
levied,  aeaessed,  collected,  and  paid  to  the 
use  of  Her  Msjesty,  her  heirs  and  successors: 

a.  Upon  all  goods,  wares,  merchandise, 
animals,  and  things  imported  into  and  landed 
in  British  Columbia,  and  more  partieularly 
mentioned  in  Schedule  A  hereto,  and  accord 
ing  to  the  value  thereof,  the  several  ad 
valorem  duties  in  such  Schedale  set  opposite 
tbe  respective  articles  therein  named. 

6.  And  in  addition  to  the-orf  valorem  dslios 
leviable  ou  certain  of  the  same  articles. 

Upon  ill  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  ani- 
mals and  things  imported  into  and  landed  in 
British  Columbia,  tho  several  specific  duties 
of  customs  moro  particularly  mentioned  in 
Sehedule  B  hereto,  and  set  opposite  tho  res- 
pective artioles  therein  named. 

c  And  so  long  as  the  Proclamation  made 
and  passed  on  the  lOtb  day  of  December, 
A.D.  1858,  is  in  force,  and  the  dues  thereby 
leviable  shall  be  levied  upon  wares,  goods, 
and  merchandise  transported  from  New  West* 
minster  to  any  place  in  British  Columbia, 
tbere  shall  be  so  levied,  collected,  and  paid 
as  aforesaid  upon  every  too  of  wares,  goods 
and  merchandise,  imported  into  the  colony 
by  way  of  tbe  Southern  Boundary,  tbe  aura 
of  tnelve  shillings,  and  so  on  for  a  greater  or 
qauntity,  and  on  cattle,  horses,  mules  and 
so  imported  by  way  of  Ihe  Sou  hero 
Boundary,  the  sum  of  two  shillings  aad  one 
penny  per  bead  beyond  the  specific  duties 
charged  on  animals  in  Schedule  B  hereto. 

rf  Tbe  articles  mentioned  in  Schedule  C 
hereto,  shall  be  admitted  luto  British  Colum- 
bia free  of  doty. 

III.  With  tbe  Bill  of  Entrv  of  any  goods, 
tbere  shall  be  prodaoed  to  the  Collector  of 


pr>  toot  the  revenue  and  the  fair  trader  against 
hau  l  by  tbe  under  valuation  ef  any  such 
goods,  therefore  the  Governor  may  from  tine 
to  time,  and  wbeo  lie.  deems  it  oxpedient,  ap- 
point fit  and  proper  persons  to  be  appraisers 
of  goods  at  the  port  of  entry,  and  every  such 
appr.M  or  shall,  before  acting  as  suob,  take  and 
subscribe  to  tbe  following  oatb  of  offioe  before 
some  justice  of  the  poace  of  this  colony,  and 
deliver  the  same  to  the  Collector.  Every 
such  appraisement  shall  be  final : 

I,  A.  B.,  having  been  appointed  an  ap- 
praiser of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  and 
to  act  aa  snob  at  tbe  port  of  (or  as  tbe  case 
may  be),  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm),  ibat  I 
will  faithfully  perform  tho  duties  of  the  said 
office,  without  partiality,  fear,  favor,  or  affec- 
tion, and  thot  I  will  appraise  tbe  value  of  all 
goods  sabmitted  to  my  appraisement,  accord- 
ing to  tbe  true  intent  and  meaning  ef  the 
laws  imposing  duties  of  customs  in  this  col- 
ony ;  and  that  I  will  use  my  best  endeavors 
to  prevent  all  fraud,  subterfuge  or  evatioo  of 
the  said  lawa,  end  more  especially  to  delect, 
expose  and  frustrate  all  attempts  to  under- 
value aoy  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  on 
whioh  any  duly  is  chargeable,  so  help  me 
God.  •  A.  B.,

VI.  If  no  appraiser  la  appointed  to  any 
pon'ol  entry,  the  Collector  there  aball  act  as 
appraiser,  but  wilboat  taking  any  specia 
oath  of  office  as  such  ;  and  tbe  Governor  may 
at  any  time  direot  any  appraiser  to  attend  at 
any  port  or  place,  for  the  purpose  of  valuing 
any  goods,  or  of  acting  aa  appraiser  there 
during  any  time  whioh  such  appraiser  shall 
accordingly  do,  without  taking  any  new  oatb 
of  offioe,  and  every  appraiser  shall  be  deemed 
an  officer  ef  the  customs. 

VII.  In  all  ouses  where  any  duty  is  im- 
posed on  any  goods  or  things  imported  into 
this  colony  according  to  the  value  ol  such 
goods,  such  value  shall  be  understood  to  be 
the  fair  msrket  value  thereof  in  the  principal 
markets  of  the  oountry  whence  the  same 
were  last  shipped  or  exported  direct  to  tbia 
colony,  and  the  Colleotor  and  appraiser  shall, 
by  all  reasonable  ways  and  means  in  their 
power,  ascertain  the  fair  valae  of  such  goods 
as  aforesaid,  and  estimate  tbe  value  for  duty 
accordingly. 

VIII.  The  dulies  hereby  imposed  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  customs  dulies,  in  all  respecis 
subject  lo  the  Customs  Consolidation  Act, 
1853,  tbe  Supplemental  Customs  Consolida- 
tion Act,  1855,  and  tbia  Ordinance  ;  and  aball 
be  under  the  care  and  management  of  the 
Colleotor  of  Cuatoma  for  the  time  being  for 
tbe  colony,  who  by  himself  and  his  officeta 
shall  have  all  tbe  powers  and  authorities  for 
tbe  collection,  recovery  and  management 
thereof,  as  are  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  said 
Customs  Consolidation  Acts,  or  either  of 
them,  or  this,  or  any  other  act,  ordinance  or 
proclamation,  vested  in  tbe  said  Collector  lor 
the  collection,  reeovery  and  management  of 
duties  of  Customs,  and  all  other  powers  and 
authoritiee  requisite  for  levying  ibe  said 
dulies. 

IX.  Every  evasion,  or  attempt  at  evasion, 
of,  or  offence  committed  by  any  person  or 
persons  to  defeat  the  paynjent  of  any  ol  the 
duties  hereby  made  payable  on  aoy  goods  or 
things  imported  into  British  Columbia 
(which  aball  include  its  dependencies)  will, 
in  addition  to  the  penalties  by  this  Ordinance 
imposed,  be  prosecuted  and  nuniabed  io  tbe 
manner  preacribed  by  tbe  said  Cuatoma  Con- 
solida>ion  Acts. 

X.  This  Ordinance  aball  be  oited  aa  "  Tbe 
Costoma  Amendment  Ordinance,  1865."
